j| LITTLE while ago I stood by 
the grave of the old Napoleon 
— a magnificent tomb of gilt and 
gold, fit almost for a dead diety. 
I thought of the orphans aud 
widows he had made — of the 
tears 'hat had been shed for his 
glory, and of fhe only woman 
who ever loved him, pushed from 
his heart by the cold hand of 
ambition. And I said I would 
rather have been a French peas- 
ant and worn wooden shoes; I 
wonld rather have lived in a hat 
with a vine growing over the 
door, and the grapes growing 
purple in the kisses of the aut- 
umn son; I would rather have 
been that poor peasant with my 
loving wife by my side, knitting 
as the day died oat of the sky — 
with my children upon my knees 
and their arms about roe.

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No Bread Famine in 

United State. Thii Year 

Washington, D. cj., Sept. 10— 
There will be no bread famine in 
the United States this year. The 
largest wheat crop in history has 
just been harvested and accord- 
ing to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the total 
production is approximately 911- 
000,000 bushele, nearly 150,000- 
000 bushels more than any prev. 
ious crop produced in the United 
States. We have at least 250- 
000,000 bushels of wheat which 
is uot needed for consumption at 
home or for seed. The surplus 
production of the United States 
usually goes to Europe, but un- 
der present conditions, caused by 
the European war, this serial 
caonot cross the ocean. About 
75,000,000 bushels have already 
been taken for export, bat moat 
of it ia being held at the porta of 
departure. 

Conditions across the water are 
not ao encouraging. War in Eu- 
rope tends to prevent the ship- 
ment of wheat from surplus Eu- 
ropean countnea to those which 
need imports — for example — 
from Russia, to France, and a 
famine there seems inevitable.

The Government le Inaugurating a 



Canada is preparing; for a systematic 
campaign for the Improvement of all 
her roads, especially those Joining the 
Dominion with the United St* tea, ac- 
cording to an announcement inado by 
I. 8. Pennypacker, executive assistant 
of the American Highway association, 
who attended the first Canadian road 



American tourists wbo have been 
distressed by Canadian roada will wel- 
come the announcement made by Mr. 
Pennypacker. because it Is believed 
that within a comparatively short time 
it will bo possible to motor OTer good 
roada In Canada. The chief obstacle 
in the way of accomplishment of the 
Canadian Good Road association, 
which be assisted In forming, is the 
fact that there are some political dif- 
ferences between the provincial and 
Dominion governments aa to the ex- 
penditure of road funds. Commenting 
on the situation, Mr. Penny packer said: 

"In spite of these obstacle* 1 am 
convinced that within a short time 
there will be a noticeable Improvement 
of the roads In Canada. As the con- 
gress progressed a batter understand- 
ing was apparent, and political differ- 
ence! ware lost aigbt of. The Domln 
Ion government, through Its representa- 
tive, the secretary of state, seemed to 
take a deep interest In the subject ot 
aoad Improvement and pledged the gov- 
ernment to aid the provinces In every 
way possible. While It la true that 
the roads la Canada for the main part 
are In rather bad shape, this congress 
will undoubtedly be the entering 
wedgs to a movement which will 
apread throughout the various prov- 
inces. The permanent organlxatloa 
which waa formed is designed to bring 
together all factions and to unite the 
provinces Into one centralised 
ment for the betterment of 



MILLIONS FOR RO AD WORK. 

Many States Hsv* Large Appropria- 
tions For Present Year. 

Michigan baa appropriated 14.183,973 
for good roads during 1914 and stands 
fifth In the roll of tho states setting 
aside money for rond work. Compila- 
tion made by the American lllghway 
aasoclatlon and transmitted to Secre- 
tary George F. Ballon of the Associat- 
ed Roads Organization of Chicago 
shows that twenty-five of the states 
have appropriated a total of $62,201,- 
016. and Iowa leads the states with 
$7,310,000 set aside, while New York 
state comes second with $6,000,000, 
Minnesota third with $5,072,254, North 
Carolina fourth with $r>,Ooo,OUO and 
Michigan fifth with $4,183,072. 

The state of Maryland haa set aside 
$3,700,000 and Ohio $3,500,000, while 
Pennsylvania has set aside $3,500,000 
also, other states that have made 
noteworthy appropriations Include Ore- 
gon, $3,280,000; Massachusetts, $2,440.- 
815; West Virginia. $2,286,000; North 
Dakota. $2.3»i5.00O: Virginia. $2,000,- 
000; Mississippi. $1,720,000; Illinois. 
$1,300,000, and others. Including New 
Jersey, Alabama, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico. Colorado, Idaho. Wisconsin. Dela- 
ware aud Kentucky, loss than $1,000.- 
000. The last named state bus set 
aside but $25,000 for road work. 

The postoihee department has be- 
come intimately Identified with the 
good road* movement through the fact 
that it employe 43,000 rural free deliv- 
ery carriers, and these carriers travel 
S total of ubout 3O0.OU0 miles

FRANCE MAY TAX DUELS. 

/ 

On* of th* New D.puti*. Haa a Bril- 
liant Sch.m. to Propose. 

One of the newly elected Parisian 
depuUea says be Intend* to propose In 
the French chamber tbe Imposition of 
a tax on duels. Ills argument will be 
that duela are a form of advertise- 
ment and as such are aa liable to tax- 
ation as poster* and prospectuses. He 
suggests that duels shall be divided 
Into three classes— third, second and 
first, in ascending order of taxable 
magnitude. For a third class duel, 
with the ordinary four seconds, a cou- 
ple of general practitioners and a 
scratch In the forearm, the tax will be 
60 franca. The proces-verbaux, or offi- 
cial accounts of the duel, must be 
written on paper stamped with a six- 
penny stamp. 

For a second class duel, giving a 
right to decorated seconds-that is. sec- 
onds with orders in their buttonholes- 
hospital doctors and descriptive report- 
era, tbe tax will be 100 francs. There 
will be an additional charge of 20 
francs per camera and 00 franca per 
cinematograph apparatus. 

Those who desire a first class duel 
must be prepared to pay 2,000 francs— 
£80— to the rise. But for that they are 
entitled to have umpires, a Jury of 
honor, a famous swordsman aa direc- 
tor of combat and a reconciliation on 
the field of honor to the accompani- 
ment of a brass band or stringed or- 
chestra. The sanguine deputy esti- 
mate* that such a tax, loyally Impos- 
ed and exacted, wUl bring over £1,- 
000,000 a year to tbe
